IN CONVICTIONS 


Colonel Explains Why He 
Left Nashville in Attack 
on Carolina Justice. 


JAMESTOWN, Tenn., Feb. 12.—() 
Colonel Luke Lea and Luke Lea Jr., 
said today that “having been tricked 
and trapped” in North Carolina and 
“railroaded to a conviction without 
any evidence of guilt,” they had been 
“unwilling to take chances involved 
in remaining in Nashville” before 
their extradition hearing and for that 


reason had come to: Jamestown. 
Their formal statement said that 
their attorneys had asked Governor 
Hill McAlister on January 19 for a 
hearing on North Carolina’s requisi- 
tion for them and, in case he honored 


it, for a 24-hour delay before extradi- 
tion in order to apply for a writ of 
habeas corpus. 

But the governor, the Leas said, 
did not reply to the request for a 
hearing until the day before it was 
held, and they had no assurance that 
the delay of their removal would be 
granted until ‘‘the date of the issuance 
of the governor’s warrant on February 
¢,;: 1863.". 

“This is said to emphasize the fact,” 
the statement set out, “that if we had 
remained in Nashville we were whol- 
ly at the mercy of the North Caro- 
lina authorities and the chief execu- 
tive of Tennessee as to whether we 
would be given a single second in 
which to apply for the writ of habeas 
corpus.” 

The newspaper publisher and his 
son are under conviction of violating 
the bank laws of North Carolina. 
They left Nashville January 26 and 
their whereabouts remained undisclos- 
ed until shortly after Governor Mce- 
Alister granted their extradition on 
last Tuesday. ‘Then they appeared 
here and-«surrendered to Sheriff John 
M. Peavyhouse. 

few hours later Circuit Judge 

Henry B. Brown issued a writ of 
habeas corpus, returnable in James- 
town tomorrow morning. But Judge 


Brown disqualified himself to act fur- 
ther in the matter and Criminal Judge 
J. H. S. Morison, to whom he direct- 
ed the proceedings, likewise declined 
to hear them. 

The governor’s warrant designated 
the North Carolina agents, Sheriff 
Taurence E. Brown and Deputy Frank 
Lakey. of Buncombe county, as the 
officers to make the arrests, and Judge 
Morison said he was unable to “see 
how the petitioners can be illegally 
held when they surrendered voluntar- 
ily to an officer who does not have 
a warrant for them.”

Held by Parents of Brave Airman 


Hope that Paul Redfern, youthful 
Georgia aviator who disappeared five 
years ago while on an attempted non- 
stop flight from Brunswick to Rio de 
Janerio, Brazil, is not dead but is 
alive somewhere in South America, 
is still held by the aviator’s parents, 
Dr. and Mrs. Frederick C. Redfern, 
of Raleigh, N. C, 

Since August 5, 1927, when he took 
off from the Georgia city, little word 
has been heard of the daring flyer 
—and becuuse no piece of clothing, 
no part of a broken plane has been 
found, or definite word received that 
he is dead, his parents cling to the 
glimmer of hope, now fading, that 
their son still lives. 

A few hundred miles from the South 
American coast, Redfern, with gaso- 
line enough to fly 18 hours, dropped 
a note to a ship at sea. He was

His utter frankness is what im- 

resses one in talking with Vallee. 

e is an engaging conversationalist 
and, when sufficiently stirred, entire- 
ly capable of adding emphasis to his 
opinions by the use of one of the best- 
known American expletives. 

Crowd Greets Crooner. 

His arrival, with his Connecticut 
Yankees, at the Terminal station 
Sunday found a crowd of nearly 1,000 
Atlantans awaiting him. It was one 
of the largest and most enthusiastic 
of his tour. It required something 
like an hour for him to push through 
a throng of autograph seekers and 
make his way to the hotel.

Secret Document Theft 
Arouses Hungarians 


VIENNA, Feb. 12.—(4)}—The omi- 
nous rustle of secret documents 
again is disturbing Danubian coun- 
tries. 

Less than 24 hours after the Brit- 
ish and French ministers here re- 
newed a formal request for informa- 
tion concerning a mysterious arms 
shipment from Italy allegedly to Hun- 
gary, it leaked out from diplomatic 
quarters that the Hungarian military 
attache’s office in Belgrade had been 
raided and that the Hungarian min- 
ister to Jugo-Slavia had protested. 

The Belgrade government was re- 
ported to have replied that it must 
have been burglars who entered the 
office. This did not satisfy the Hun- 
garians, however, who pointed out that 
the intruders did not touch customary 
valuables such as money and jewelry, 


and removed only documents which 
later mysteriously were returned. 

It was recalled a widespread espion- 
age plot was uncovered recently in the 
Rumanian postoffice and that shortly 
thereafter martial law was declared. 
Yesterday all communist organizations 
were ordered dissolved. 

Meanwhile the Austrian military in- 
telligence department was still trac- 
ing ramifications of the recent theft 
of a secret telegraphic code from the 
ministry of defense.

|CULBERTSON ON CONTRACT

| The Jump Overcall 


This is the eighth of a series of fourteen 
artic!»s by Mr. Culbertson, dealing with the 
additions and refinements made necessary 
in Contract bidding by the new scoring. The 
principles of the Oulbertson System remain 
unchanged, but the changes made by the 
lawmakers created new conditions, with 
which these articles specifically deal. 


Until 1933 the Jump Overcall—that 
is, a suit bid of one more than neces- 


sary to overcall an adverse Opening 
bid—was a strength-showing bid, to 
which the partner of the player mak- 
ing the Overcall was required to re- 
spond on a hand with which he would 
not raise a regulation Overcall. It 
was found, however, that there had 
been provided a wealth of strength- 
showing calls, such as the Take-out 
Double and the Immediate Overcall 
in an opponent’s bid suit, in addition 
to the one Overcall. On the other 
hand, it may be assumed that the side 
which has opened the bidding holds 
the balance of honor strength, so addi- 
tional defensive measures, particularly 
against the application of the Ap- 
proach principle, were found to be 
necessary. Thus, in devising the Cul- 
bertson System of 1933, my asso- 
ciates and I have decided to use 
the Jump Overcall as a bid, partly 
psychic, partly pre-emptive, with the 
design of interrupting the cheap ex- 
change of information between the 
players who presumably held the bal- 
unee of honor strength. 

A great exponent of this bid is 
Oswald Jacoby, who was Mr. Lenz’s 
partner in the 150-rubber match a lit- 
tle more than a year ago. He con- 
vinced me of its values through the 
use he made of it in that match, and 
l now feel that it should become part 
of the playing equipment of every 
Contract Bridge player. 

Hands upon which a strength-show- 
ing Jump Overcall was _ previously 
made can easily be properly shown 
by either the Takeout Double or the 


Immediate Overcall in the opponents’ 
bid suit. So in 1 I am reserving 
this bid for use on hands of the type 
shown below:

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Coaches Alexander and Mehre 
Worked Out Sideline Rule 


Abolishment of the sideline play, one of the two consisuc- 
Nive measures adopted yesterday by the national football rules 
Bommittee, will speed up the game, add 12 to 17 per cent more 

tie he plays to the average game and bring 

‘ in brand-new strategy and thrills for 
the spectator—so says Coach Wil- 
liam A. Alexander, head coach at 
Georgia Tech. 

The rule provides that when a 

4 ball goes out of bounds it is immedi- 
~~. @->ately brought in 10 yards. When it 
®  «@ is deaded within a designated section 
~~ ¥ 10 yards from the line it will be 
4 4 brought out to the 40-yard line. The 
move will be made quickly and with- 
out time out, thus speeding the game. 
“Statistics showed,” said Coach 
Alexander, “that from 12 to 17 per 
cent of all football plays in games last 
year were out-of-bounds plays. Time 
lost in stopping the watch while the 
referee brought the ball in 15 yards 

added to the length of the game. 

“! am convinced that the new rule will add considerable 
strategy of a sort which the spectator will appreciate. No ap- 
preciable strategy for the advancement of the ball existed under 
the old rule. 

“I think we will now see a halfback try to fight his 
way down the sideline or pivot and try to escape to 
the center of the field instead of going on out of bounds 
as he formerly would when chased toward the sideline,” 
continued Coach Alexander. 

“It is also sure that we will see reverse plays and spinners 
run back into that 10-yard zone. Formerly a quarterback who 
was within 10 yards of the sideline avoided that section because 
he did-not want to get se, ae to the line. Now that dan- 
ger is gone. I also expect to See some good forward pass plays 
developed for special use in that sector. 

‘It adds immeasurably to the strategy of the game 
and will undoubtedly make for more plays of the sort. 
which pleases the spectator by making the game more 
thrilling.” 

Which opinion seems to be unanswerable. The old sideline 
play was never attractive, never got anywhere and what strategy 
it offered was hardly worthwhile. It seems to me the man from 
the Flats is absolutely correct. And may I add—as usual. 

The rule, as a matter of fact, was worked out by Coaches 
Alexander and Harry Mehre, the Georgia director. Mehre had 
the honor of introducing it and now finds it adopted. Mehre 
had an eye for those spinners down the sideline. 


RULES COMMITTEE SCORES AGAIN. 

It is difficult to understand the annual hue and cry against 
the rules committee. There isn’t a single rule in the code which 
one may point to as unworthy of being there. 

The committee was criticized freely last fall but the rules 
they finally introduced were substantiated and indorsed by the 
men who originally opposed them. 

And this year finds the committee improving the 
game by abolishing the out-of-bounds play. The only 
other change in the code was one which will do much 
to remove entirely the dangerous clipping play from 
football. The act of clipping (dropping across the 
back of an opponent’s legs or feet) was legislated out of 
the game some time ago. The new change in the code 
merely amplifies that rule by prohibiting the act of run- 
ning into a man from behind. 

This rule change is immediately recognized as a construc- 
tive one. Football had become our greatest killer in the world 
of sport. There was no doubt about that. It had become, in 
the hands of one who wanted it to be, a dangerous game. The 
new rules have made it saner than ever before. 

THE CARNERA AFFAIR. 

It was a cold night.something more than a year ago. The 
setting was Ebbets field in Brooklyn. Carnera was meeting 
Sharkey. 

It was more than just a fight. The big Italian, with the 
gargantuan height and size, and the loose, vacuous face, was 
to be found out, so to speak. The suspicion existed that he was 
just a big palookadookus, so to speak. But no one knew. He 
had the weight, some 260 pounds. He had a longer reach, by 
inches, than anyone else. He was in shape. He had met a lot 
of fifth and sixth raters.

_ The Alabama five, which has shown 
improvement ‘with every game, has 
a chance today to give Kentucky its 
first defeat and draw up into a tie 
for first place. Alabama has a big 
rangy team as tall and rugged as 
Kentucky’s and is conceded a fair 
chance of toppling the Wildcats at 
Birmingham. 

Vanderbilt, in third place, won two 
of its three games, defeating Auburn, 
21 to 20, and splitting a two-game 
series with Florida. Vanderbilt scored 
its second one-point victory in as 
many nights to beat Florida, 42 to 41, 
in their first contest. However, in 
the final game the Commodores were 
overwhelmed, 43 to 27, as Bob Pitt- 
man, scoring 18 points, led a Florida 
attack that would not be denied.

The rule-makers listened to a pre- 
liminary report on last season's in- 
juries which showed a “marked de- 
crease” from the preceding year when 
some 50 fatal accidents were report- 
ed. The report showed a tremendous 
reduction in injuries attributed to 
blocking and tackling as well as on 
kick-offs. Drastic changes in the 
rules last year were directed against 
the flying block and flying tackle as 
well as against the “wedge” on kick 
offs. 

The report revealed a decrease of 
97 per cent in injuries from flying 
tackles, indicating this practice had 
virtually disappeared from the game.

ried Campbell on many expeditions 
along the Spanish Main. He has 
failed on each occasion. but he still 
clings steadfast to the belief that he 
will be the one to find the rich loot 
of the Lima cathedral, valued at 
$60,000,000, which tradition says has 
been buried these many years on Co- 
cos island. 

The'story goes that Lima was in a 
state of revolt, with Simon. Bolivar. 
the liberator, on the march. The capi- 
tal of Peru had in the Lima cathedral, 
one of the richest treasures in the 
world. There were pieces of eight 
golden doubloons and valueless stat- 
ues. 

Captain Thompson, of the Mary 
Dear, happened to be in the harbor 
of Callao on a certain day in 1820. 
Members of the state, the city, the 
church and the grandees approached 
him with a proposition to transport 
them and the treasure away to a safe 
place until the revolt passed. 

Thompson agreed and, after the 
treasure had been stored aboard the 
Mary Dear, set sail out of the sun- 
baked harbor. Once well at sea, tra- 
dition says, Captain Thompson and 
his crew turned upon the members 
of state, city. church and the grandees, 
and cut their throats. 

COCOS ISLAND. 


They then set a course for Cocos 
island, where the treasure was de- 
posited, A British frigate is supposed 
to have overtaken the Mary Dear 
later and all the members of the crew 
but Thompson and a mate killed. 

Thompson, according to tradition, 
killed the mate and gave a map of 
Cocos to a friend before he died. This 
map, or a copy, is supposed to be in 
existence today. 

Countless treasure hunters have 
searched Cocos but the treasure is 
still there. Some say it is burid un- 
der a landslide. Last year there was 
a report that a California orange 
grower had discovered it, but the re- 
port was unfounded. 

And so Campbell, who still thinks | 
he was near the spot on the last trip, 
plans to keep searching until he finds 
the treasure of the Lima cathedral. 

It's a romantic quest that lends a 
keen insight into the nature of the 
king of speed. Without electrical di- 
instruments, Campbell sought 
a treasure that had remained hidden 
to countless searchers. 

Although this belief is scoffed by 
all who have visited Cocos, Campbell 
believes there are remnants of the In- 
eas tribe on Cocos. He says that at

LIGHTS INSTALLED 


Municipality Now I[llum- 
inates Streets By Own 
Plant and Equipment.

WAYCROSS, Ga., Heb. 12.—For 
the first tinre in its history the city 
of Waycross is now providing its own 
street lights. The lights were turned 
on last night for the first time, and 
burned until 7 o’clock this morning 
without any interruption. 

The street system includes about 
40 miles of pole line; about 52 miles 
of wire line, and carries 12 lights of 
600-candle power in the business sec- 
tion, 212 lights of 250-candle power 
in the principal residential sections 
and 220 lights of 100-candle power in 
other residential sections. 

This means considerably more light 
for the city, as hitherto all lights out- 
side the business section have been 
only of 100-candle power. In addition 
to giving more light, the system is 
equipped throughout with the latest 
improved fixtures. 

The system and generating equip- 
ment have been installed at a cost of 


about $33,000. No _ additional city 
force is required for its operation.

The best reports continued to come 
from such lines as shoes and textiles, 
while heavier industries ‘Temained 
largely sluggish. 

Car Loadings Gain. 

The effect of the colder weather 
was particularly noticeable in the 
weekly freight car loadings figures, 
which showed a gain in coal loadings, 
over the previous week, of 10,224 
cars. This was the chief factor in an 
aggregate increase for Class 1 rail- 
roads of 11,104 cars, which was 
slightly larger than seasonal. 

Steel production held around 19 per 
cent of capacity, with some improve- 
ment at Pittsburgh and Youngstown 
tending to offset slackening elsewhere. 
With the Ford Motor Company again 
resuming operations, however, after 
the temporary. tieup as result of the 
Briggs labor trouble, automotive tak- 
ing of steel may improve. 

Bank clearings as reported by the 
mercantile agencies for the first week 
of February showed a gain over the 
previous year for the first time in 
more thau two years, but the com- 
parison was distorted by the fact that 
the weekly figures this year caught the 
February 1 settlements, while the cor- 
responding week of last year did. not. 


Shoe Business Improves. 

Among the more active industries, 
reports from the shoe manufacturers 
indicated that new business was fully 
up to a year ago. Clothing manufac- 
tirrers were reported working near ca- 
pacity in many instances on spring 
merchandise. 

The steel industry still suffers from 
the lack of business from the rail- 
roads and from building and construc- 
tion, although construction has felt 
the effects of a few large public proj- 
ects of late. The railroads are await- 
ing the report of the national trans- 
portation committee with considerable 
hone. 

The railroads have, of. late, been 
able to show improvement in net 
operating revenues through drastic re- 
ductions in expenditures, but in the 
meantime, important sections of indus- 


ing by these ordinarily large con- 
sumers of such materials as steel and 
lumber.

Congressional Activities 
Prove Fluctuation Fac- 
tor in Market.

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—(#)—Al- 
ternating dips and rallies left the cot- 
ton market at the end of the past 
week about $1 a bale higher than at 
the end of the previous period. 

Until close to the week-end, when 
shorts appeared to become a bit nerv- 
ous and trade-buying broadened meas- 
urably, price movements were incon- 
elusive and confusing, though the 
market continued to demonstrate a 
capacity for moving easily in either 
direction on a small volume of opera- 
tions. 

Conversations in congress on pro- 
posed measures for the relief of 
the cotton farmer claimed much atten- 
tion-from. the trade, and there were 
intervals when the market appeared 
to vibrate on the fluctuating  pros- 
pects of the domestic allotment plan 
and the Smith bills. Most traders 
hesitated, however, when it came to 
interpreting the market's interpreta- 
tion of the legislative outlook. 

Prices had a mild bulge on Satur- 
day, following the news that the 
Smith bill had been favorably report- 
ed to the senate, but the only effect 
of this movement was to draw sell- 
ing from a variety of sources which 
promptly smothered it. 

Save for a continued absorption of 
contracts by the trade, there were re- 
ports of a broader “‘investment,” in- 
spired by the improved tone of the 
security market and other major com- 
modities. There were _ indications 
that domestic, continental and _ far 
eastern spinners were fixing prices on 
a larger scale, and merchants were 
said to be lifting hedges outright in 
near-by months or transferring them 
to distant deliveries at recently pre- 
vailing differences. 

Traders who chanced to catch the 
low levels of Monday wanted to real- 
ize and their offerings with moderate 
hedge selling checked two or three 
promising rallies in the last half of 
the week. Another source of pressure 
was said to be firms with co-opera- 
tive connections which offered a con- 
siderable line of March and July. 

The most encouraging developments 
in the finished goods market was a 
further broadening of demand for 
gray goods which some selling agents 
estimated at a higher level than cur- 
rent production. Print cloths were 
the most active group. All offerings 
of 38 1-2-mch 64x60 available at 
3 1-8. cents were. said to have been 
taken and manufacturers and agents 
were asking advances of 1-16 to 1-8 
cent. An _ increased- business’ in 
sheetings and some other construc: 
tions was also reported. 


MODERATE ACTIVITY 
SEEN IN NEW ORLEANS 

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 12.—(4)— 
The cotton market was moderately ac- 
tive during the past week, developing 
a healthier undertone and a gradual 
improvement in prices. At the high- 
est of the week May tradéd 42 points 
above the low level of a week ago, 
and, although this gain was cut down 
somewhat by liquidation and _ profit- 
taking, the week closed with a net 
gain of about 26 points, or a shade 
more than $1.25 a bale. 

There was much better trade buy- 
ing than for some weeks past, also 
considerable price-fixing by spinners. 
On the other hand hedge selling was 
very light and was easily absorbed. 
There was considerable switching 
from the March pesition to thg later 
months. 

The demand for spot cotton fell off 
still further in all the southern dis- 
tributing centers and the daily totals 
fell far short of the corresponding 
dates last year. The decreased in- 
quiry for spots was attributed by trad- 
ers to the fact that spinners have 
about filled their requirements for the 
present and are disposed to await the 
future course of prices. 

Exports were decidedly light the 
past week and well below the corre- 
sponding week last year. Exports for 
the season are now running slightly 
behind last season and this decrease 
is expected to increase during the re- 
mainder of the season.
